D efense Opened a Few M inutes 


Before the Noon R ecess—Sen ­ 
sational Testim ony. 


T h e defense in the criminal proceed­ 
ing in the circuit court against Sam 
Livingston for an alleged murderous as­ 
sault upon M. A. Jennings, was opened 
shortly before the noon recess. 
A tto r­ 
ney S e a rs’ statem ent ’of w hat the de- 
fendent expected to show had a tinge 
oi sensationalism about it. 
H e inti- 
timated th a t it would appear from the 
testimony th a t Livingston had no con­ 
nection with the assault except so far 
as to restrain McDonald who was en­ 
tirely responsible. 


He said further th a t the testimony 
m ight show th a t on the night of June 
3 Jennings had an engagem ent to meet 
Mrs. SchrolT in the alley near where 
th e assault occurred and that the ap­ 
proach of McDonald and Livingston 
created jealousy in J e n n i n g ’s h eart and 
he provoked an attack in consequence. 
He also expressed a purpose,to show up 
th e cha rac te r of some of the people’s 
witnesses, 
ad court 


T he trial began yesterday afternoon. 
Five of the veniremen were excused 
before a jury was secured, they having 
formed opinions th a t evidence would 
not remove. 
Considerable m errim ent 
was caused by Prosecutor Valentine 
when he, 
while examining a venire­ 
man, asked this question: 
“ Have you 
seen Mr. McDonald lately?” 
It is a 
fact most people know th a t McDonald 
has not been .seen by any of his ac 
quaintances since he sawed out of the 
county jail last summer.

Jennings, the complaining 
witness, was the lirst witness sworn. 
He gave his residence as W abash and 
his occupation as th at of an engineer 
for the Big Four railway company. On 
the evening of Ju n e 3, last, he arrived 
in Benton H arbor at t>:4.jon his regular 
run, and wont directly to his boarding 
house at 147 P ark street. 
After sup­ 
per he went up town and at Hopkins' 
drug store purchased iume medicine 
for a cold, 
lie d a r te d to return to his 
boarding hou*e at 9:4(> o'clock and at 
the entrance of an alley off of Fourth 
street Livingston and McDonald ap­ 
proached him and the former asked 
him where he was going. 
‘'To my 
boarding house.” the witness replied, 
and then McDonald asked witness if 
he} was looking for trouble, •’•^’ou have 
been following us all Evening,” said 
McDonald. 
Witness 
t o l d u i e m he 
wanted no trouble and otl'ered to shake 
hands with the two. 
In response Mc- 
Donald lifted an umbrella an/I dealt 
Jennings a blow over the face. 
"I was 
knocked down,” said the wiiness. ’‘and 
upon rising Livingston hit me with his 
list. 
1 don't remember what then oc­ 
curred, and have 
no recollection of 
what happened until 1:21» o’clock the 
next morning, when I found myself on 
a cot at my boarding house. 
My face 
was cut, my nose crushed-to one side 
and my back was sore. 
It was 3,0 days 
before 1 was able to resume my duties. 


Upon the cross-examination of the 
witness, 
Hkuvyer Sears attempted to 
show that there was a woman in 
the 
ease but the testimony of the witness 
failed to establish this fact. 


•‘Did you not see Mr.-. Annie SchrolY 
the day before the assa'-ilt?” asked A t­ 
torney Sears. 


••No. sir.” 
" D id n ’t you have an engagement 
with Mrs. SchrotV to meet, her in the 
alley where you were assaulted?” 


•‘No, sir,” answered the witness wkli 
great vehemence. 


The. attorney proceeded to try to 
show tljat on the night of the assault 
Jennings was introduced to a woman in 
the wine room of the * ‘Hat iron” saloon 
by a man named Hendricks, 
but the 
witness denied all such intimation. 


Fred Perry, one of the oifieers who 
assisted in th e arrest of Livingston and 
McDonald, when sworn said that 
he 
understood Livingston to say that he 
war: responsible for,> J e n n i n g ’s condi­ 
tion. 


Dr. John Bell, 
who attended J e n ­ 
n in g ’s injuries, said that the cut on the 
forehead was live inches long and bore 
evidence of having been inllicted by a 
downward blow, the ilesh and skin 
drooping down over the eye. y T h t be­ 
wildered condition of the i^njj.t*ie 
doctor said, was due to his in^rieer. 


Mrs. Jioxana SchrolT was the first 
eye witness of the tragedy to testify. 
She said that McDonald and Livings­ 
ton called at her house in the alley at 
the foot of which the assault occurred 
on the evening of June 3 shortly after 9 
o’clock and were determined on gain* 
ing admittance. She repulsed them 
and they left, she following shortly al­ 
ter, overtaking them at Fourth street 
where they had come upon Jennings. 
She corroborated the testimony of Jen- 
the conversation that 
mw McDonald «trike 
‘ 
Jennlng» 


T h e argum ents on the motion of A t­ 
torney B ridgm an to dismiss the order 
for a maudamus to issue against W. H. 
Hollis, will be heard next Friday im­ 
mediately after the noon recess.

A Larere and E nthusiastic M eeting 


In Regard to th e Matter Held 


Last Evening. 


Twenty-five prominent fruit growers 
met at the Fair Plain school house 
last evening to receive a proposition 
from the Milwaukee. Benton Harbor 
iV: Columbus railroad company in re­ 
gard to building a switch at the inter­ 
section of the railroad and Napier ave­ 
nue. 
H. F. Dickinson, general freight 
and passenger agent of the road, was 
present and stated that the company 
was willing to build the siding with a 
switch at both ends if the fruit grow­ 
ers would pay the expense, the engi­ 
neer estimating the same at $2f»0. 
The 
company would rebate the fruit grow­ 
ers on freight to the amount advanced 
for the siding. 
T he proposition met 
the approval of the farmers and an­ 
other meeting will be held next Tues­ 
day evening. 


In desiring a siding the F air Plain 
people have a th ree fold object: To 
improve the facilities for shipping in 
gravel to macadamize their roads: to 
make it easy to ship manure from Chi­ 
cago to enrich their farms: to afford 
farmers a wav to ship their fruit to 
market in car lots, at the same time 
saving the expense of hauling. 


It was agreed at the meeting that 
fruit could be delivered in Chicago in 
as good condition by rail, if the cars 
were provided with springs, in just as 
good condition as by boat, and just as 
cheap. 
T h e fact was recognized that 
an association must be formed to pack 
and guarantee the quality of the fruit. 
It is expected that buyers will be in­ 
duced to visit the packing shed that 
will be built along the switch. 


T he crossing where it is proposed to 
locate the siding is about two miles 
from the city and in time it is likely 
that the Fair Plain people will ask 
that their siding be made a Hag station 
even if their ambition rises no higher.

Dec. I.—W ithin the last 
few days Secretary Baker of the state 
board of health has received a letter 
from a citizen of Michigan city, citinjr 
a case which forcibly demonstrators the 
truth of vhe ))oard’s contention.

be done with a consumptive patient 
who is endangering the public health. 
The patient is a woman. 28 years old, 
wlio, Within tlie last ten years, has lost 
her mother, sister and two brothers 
with consumption and now has the dis­ 
ease herself. 
It has been necessary 
for the patient to work for her living, 
and during much of the last year she 
has served as a waitress in a hotel.

B aker’s correspondent, says. “ She has 
been conUned to a room in the same 
hotel. 
She coughs and expectórales a 
g od deal and is wailed upon by an­ 
other din.n^ room girl, who a.so waits 
on the table daily, but who told me to­ 
day that she is ^rening a bad cou>:rii.-al­ 
though she never had one l)efore.

commissioners have agreed to )>ay $'• a 
week for her board and nursing at the
